The U. S. Food Administration 
| for California announces that all 
meatless days and porkless days 
have been discontinued until fur¬ 
ther notice and that it is the spe¬ 
cific request of the Government 
that people fix their attention on 
the saving of wheat as well as 
grains of all kinds. 

You may eat all the meat you 
need, but be sure to save every 
ounce of wheat and wheat prod¬ 
ucts that you can and if possible 
do entirely without bread until 
the next harvest. Many thou¬ 
sands of American families are 
now doing this by substituting 
potatoes and other vegetables for 
bread. 

The object of the wheat campaign 
; Is to cut consumption one-half. Keep 
j your eye on that goal; let nothing 
j turn yon aside. We aie in a race 
! with Germany. "Food Will Win the 
| War"—hut whose food? 

The American people have been 
: asked to save 100,000,000 bushels of 
wheat by .Inly as a military neces¬ 
sity. You are a military unit in the 
j campaign and three times a day you 
are called on to do your share. If 
i you fail you imperil the safety of the 
army on the other side. No reason 
; no excuse matters; the only thing j 
I that counts is saving the wheat—Un¬ 
cut must be made. 

"Hut biscuits are the quickest to 
make," objects one woman. 

That's an excuse, not a reason—if 
you must have biscuits why not liar 
ley biscuits, rice biscuits, or corn 
flour biscuits? 

"I must keep light bread on hand," i 
says another, "my oven is often not j 
hot enough for cornbread." 

Another excuse—mush. rice, [iota 
toes or hominy art excellent bread 
substitutes and can be cooked on 
top of the stove. 

"Hut," and this is heard from many 
women, "my grocer has no substitute 
flour for ‘Victory Bread.'” 

Well, why not jiotatoes? Potato 
bread is excellent and potato biscuits 
a treat. There are always potatoes 
too small to bake that can he turned j 
into bread. Small potatoes make 
large loaves. Substitute brains and 
the will to conquer for excuses, and 
the wheat will be saved. 

One woman who could buy no sub¬ 
stitute cereals at her store and had 
n t m to nrdo r elsewhere made 
two wi i ;,s' supply of flour do for 
three. She did the job; she cut flour 
consumption one-third, and that's the 
i |ioint. 

How to Have your share of that 
100,000.eon bushels of wheat is mostly 
a matter of ingenuity. When you 
get In a tight place use your head— 
substitute brains—but above all do 
the job.

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WAR TAKES THE 
FIRST TOLL 
HERE 

“Roger Laurence, killed in ac¬ 
tion April 9, 1918.” 

That brief message from the 
Canadian war ollice at Ottawa 
brought the news on Wednesday 
of the first Sierra Madre man to 
make the supreme sacrifice in 
the great < war. The message 
! came to his wife, Mrs. Ethelwyn 
Fagge Laurence who, with her 
baby daughter, is residing with 
her parents, Mr. and Mrs. C. R. 
Fagge of Sycamore Drive. 

No details have come as yet, 
but it is supposed that Mr. Lau¬ 
rence fell while engaged with 
British forces who have been 
so gallantly holding the titanic 
rushes of the Germans during 
the last month. 

Mr. Laurence enlisted in the 
Canadian forces last year, going 
with his brother-in-law, F. li. 
C. Fenton, who married Miss 
Dorothy Fagge, to a training 
camp at Vancouver. Last fall 
they were transferred to Eng¬ 
land for training and Mr. Lau¬ 
rence had been in France but a 
short time. It was not even 
known here that he was in the 
danger zone. 

Although Mr. Laurence was 
not u idely known here because . 
of his business taking him else¬ 
where, the news of his loss 
came very close to all the people 
of Sierra Madre. There were 
many bowed heads and heavy 
hearts, partly out of sympathy 
for the bereaved ones and partly 
out of the realization that it 
was only the first and that there 
will in all probability lie many 
more such reports. 

Pathetic interest attached to 
a brief letter H orn Mr. Laurence 
received by Miss Vannier on 
Thursday acknowledging with 
thanks a parcel sent by the Red 
Cross chapter. He said it came 
like a ray of California sunshine.

In spite 
of repeated requests in a variety 
of forms, many post office pa¬ 
trons have failed to do this very 
simple thing to help speed up 
mail delivery. 

On every piece of mail com¬ 
ing to the post office without 
street and number given, some 
one in the post office must write 
the address before it is given to 
the carrier. It has been proven 
that is the only way delivery 
service can be properly system¬ 
atized. Of course all this takes 
time and delays delivery of mail 
so held for “directory service.” 
It is not fair to delay delivery 
of properly addressed mail 
while waiting for the completion 
of deficient addresses. 

After waiting in vain for pa¬ 
trons to notify publishers of 
their correct street addresses, 
the post office force is compelled 
to send notice. The only way to 
find where the notice must go is 
to open the wrapper. Hence the 
cut or torn wrappers. 

The proportion of mail with¬ 
out street and number given has 
been enormously reduced since 
delivery service started on Feb¬ 
ruary 1. But there is still room 
for vast imrovement. Will you 
cooperate? You are particularly 
urged to advise correspondents 
to give your complete address on 
your letters. It may prevent an 
important letter being delayed 
over one delivery some time.
